JUDGE 
MEGEE TO HEAR CASE 


Alleges That All Creditors Are Not 


on Equal Plain— Washington 


Tyler is Plaintiff. 


RECEIVER APPOINTED. 


Judge Mcgee found that the allega­ 
tions of the complaint of Washington 
Tyler were true and that A. P. Walker 
was indebted to him in the sum of 
$205 and appointed Charles A. Frazee 
receiver late this afternoon. 
The bond 
of a receiver in a case of this kind 
is unlimited, but will probably be placed 
at $50,000 by the court. 
Each 
side 
agreed to the appointment of Mr. Fra- 
zee as receiver and he will take up 
his duties Monday. 


In all the suits that 
have 
been 
tiled against Alpheus P. Walker, who 
some weeks ago made an assignment 
to Arthur Irvin and Johanan Amos 
as trustees, 
the 
most 
sensational 
was probably 
tiled 
this 
morning. 
The suit asks that a receiver be ap­ 
pointed and was filed by Smith, Cam- 
bern & Smith, representing Washing­ 
ton Tyler, a wealthy stock dealers of 
Cleveland, Ohio. 


In asking for a receiver Mr. Tyler 
alleges that Walker is indebted 
to 
him in the sum of $205. 
lie states 
that in June 19 11 he purchased a 
cow from Walker, paying $9 30. The 
cow was found to be defective and 
Walker agreed to repay 
Tyler 
the 
sum of $7 05 on account of the cow 
not being as represented. 
On July 
23, 19 13 Mr. Tyler states that he 
purchased another cow 
for 
$500, 
which amount was credited on the 
$7 05 that 
Walker owed 
him. 
He 
states that there is still due him the 
sum of $205 and that he has been 
unable to collect. 


• Some time ago Mr. Walker assign­ 
ed his property to the trustees and 
Tyler states in the complaint that he 
did not sign the papers and is not 
a party to any such agreement. Be­ 
cause of the importance of the mat­ 
ter the question of appointing a re­ 
ceiver was heard by Judge 
Megee 
this afternoon at three o’clock. 
Ty­ 
ler asks judgment in the sum of $205 
and asks the court to appoint a re­ 
ceiver to take care of the affairs of 
Walker. 


The 
complaint states 
that 
the 
trustees have not taken possession 
of all the property that Walker a s­ 
signed to them and that Walker has 
transferred to other parties without 
sufficient consideration a large num­ 
ber of valuable cattle and a number 
of shares of stock in various corpor­ 
ations with fraudulent intent to pre­ 
vent his creditors from levying on 
the same for the 
payment 
of 
his 
debts. 
The complaint alleges that on ac­ 
count of the large number 
of such 
transactions the character and ex­ 
tent of the property of Walker a re­ 
ceiver should be appointed to take 
charge of all the property and a s­ 
sets and with authority to bring such 
actions as to set aside sucti fraudu- 
dulent transfers to the end that all 
the property of Walker may be sub­ 
ject to the payments of his debts to 
all creditors equally. 
It is 
pointed 
out that if a receiver is not appoint­ 
ed, certain creditors, parties to the 
agreement with the trustees, will be 
paid in full to the exclusion of 
the 
plaintiff in this suit, and 
to 
other 
creditors who hav« not signed 
the 
agreement. 
The plaintiff further 
avers 
that 
there are certain claims which the 
trustees are about to allow to parti­ 
cipate in the distribution of the a s­ 
sets of Walker, which are unfounded 
and without right and are not bona 
fide debts of the defendant, Walker.

whole affair with secrecy.

from the lips of the chief executive 
was the statement that it was easier 
to cover ground in a personal con­ 
ference. 
As expressed by him, his 
three hour conference with Lind in 
the captain’s quarters on the deck of 
the cruiser Chester cleared up many 
matters that would have required the 
exchange of thousands of messages. 


There was no question but that the 
President was very 
much 
pleased 
with the results of the 
conference 
with Lind. 
Where for the last two 
or three days he has seemed very 
much concerned, today he was in 
high spirits. 
President Wilson declined to allow 
the direct quotations of his remarks. 
116 remains steadfast in the belief 
that the elimination of Huerta will be 
the first step towards the restoration 
of order in Mexico. The President is 
as much convinced today that the di­ 
rector’s rule is tottering as he was 
when he first decided in Washington

JUDGE MEGEE TO HEAR CASE 


Alleges That All Creditors Are No 


on Equal Plain—Washington 


Tyler is Plaintiff. 


RECEIVER APPOINTED. 
Judge lichee found that the allega- 


tions of the complaint of Washington 
Tyler were true and that A. P. Walker 
•was indebted to him in the sum of 
5205 and appointed Charles A. Prazee 
receiver late this afternoon. 
The bond 


of a receiver in a case of this kind 
is unlimited, hut will prohahly be placed 
at $50,000 by the court. 
Each side 


agreed to the appointment of Mr. Fra- 
zee as receiver and he will take up 
his duties Monday. 


In all the suits that 
have been 


filed against Alpheus P. Walker, who 
some weeks ago made an assignment 
to Arthur Irvin and Johanan Amo.s 
as trustees, the most sensational 
was probably filed this morning. 
The suit asks that a receiver be ap- 
pointed and was filed by Smith, Cam- 
hern & Smith, representing Washing- 
ton Tyler, a wealthy stock dealers of 
Cleveland, Ohio. 


In asking for a receiver Mr. Tyler 


alleges that Walker is indebted to 
him in the sum of $205. He states 
that in June 1911 he purchased a 
cow from Walker, paying $930. The 
cow was found to be defective and 
Walker agreed to repay 
Tyler the 


sum of $705 on account of the cow 
not being as represented. 
On July 


23. 1913 Mr. Tyler slates that he 
purchased another cow for 
$500, 


which amount was credited on the 
$705 that Walker owed him. He 
states that there is still due him the 
sum of $205 and that he has been 
unable to collect. 


• Some time ago Mr. Walker assign- 


ed his property to the trustees and 
Tyler states in the complaint that he 
did not sign the papers and is not 
a party to any such agreement. Be- 
cause of the importance of the mat- 
ter the ijuestion of appointing a re- 
ceiver was heard by Judge 
Megee 


this afternoon at three o'clock. Ty- 
ler asks judgment in the sum of $205 
and asks the court to appoint a re- 
ceiver to take care of the affairs of 
Walker. 


The 
complaint states 
that 
the 


trustees have not taken possession 
of all the property that Walker as- 
signed to them and that Walker has 
transferred to other parties without 
sufficient consideration a large num- 
ber of valuable cattle and a number 
of shares of stock in various corpor- 
ations with fraudulent intent to pre- 
vent his creditors from levying on 
the same for the ])ayment 
of his 


debts. 


The complaint alleges that on ac- 


count of the large number of such 
transactions the character and ex- 
tent of the property of Walker a re- 
ceiver should be appointed to take 
charge of all the property 
and as- 


sets and with authority to bring such 
actions as to set aside such fraudu- 
dulent transfers to the end that all 
the property of Walker may be sub- 
ject to the payments of his debts to 
all creditors equally. It is pointed 
out that if a receiver is not appoint- 
ed, certain creditors, parties to the 
agreement with the trustees, will be 
paid in full to the exclusion of the 
plaintiff in this suit, and to other 
creditors who hav« not signed 
the 


agreement. 


The plaintiff further 
avers 
that 


there are certain claims which the 
trustees are about to allow to parti- 
' eipate in the distribution of the as- 
sets of Walker, which are unfounded 
and without right and are not bona 
fide debts of th'e defendant, Walker.

Wilson has sacrificed not a molecule 
of the air o£ mystery with which he 
lias surrounded the conference vritu 
Confidential Agent John Una, special 
adviser to the American embassy at 
Mexico City. Instead of Mr. Lind com- 
ing ashore at Pass Christian and male- 
ing his promised "important report" 
to the president 
at tho temporary 


White House, Beaulieu, the president 
boarded the revenue cutter Winona, 
sailed out into the Gulf ofa Mexico, 
where he boarded the United States 
scout cruiser Chester, 
which had 


transported Mr. Lind from Vera Cruz. 
The conference was held in the ad- 
miral's cabin on the Chester. Its pur- 
port may not be given to the public 
at all. 


It was late yesterday afternoon when 


the president arrived at the pier from 
which he was to embark on the way 
to the cruiser Chester. In a moment 
the launch was under way and struck 
out for the revenile cutter "Winona. on 
which the trip was made to the tur- 
bulent waters of the outer gulf. 


President Boards Man o'War. 


In tne, clear twilight of the perfect 


southern winter day, the .great grey 
hull qf the scout cruiser soon loomed 
against the roseate light of the west- 
ern skyline. The little Winona, brave 
in her white and buff, stood in as close 
as safety warranted and then from 
the port side of the Chester a big grey 
power launch set off. In a few min- 
utes the, president was at che side of 
the Chester. 
Bluejackets made her 


fast to the landing stairway and the 
president of the United States for the 
first time in all his fifty-seven years 
of life, stepped aboard an American 
man-o'-war. .As the president's foot 
touched the deck the marino guard 
came to present arms. The officers 
and jackies saluted and John Lind, 
confidential agent, stepped forward, 
first to grasp his hand. 


Immediately 
the 
president had 


greeted Mr. Lind and received the 
salutations of the Chester's command- 
er, he was ushered into the admiral's 
cabin. 
Then began the conference 


that has kept a nation agog with an- 
ticipation for three days. Lorig Into 
the night the conference ran on. The 
president and Mr. Lind supped alone. 
Presently the president transshipped 
to the Winona once more and proceed- 
ed up the channel to Gulfport, where 
the White House motors awaited him, 
and before midnight the president was 
safe in Beaulieu once more. He had 
seen John. Lind. The conference was 
over.

Washington, Jan. 3.—Democratic 


leaders say that the reorganization of 
]. P. Morgan & Co. through the retire- 
ment by members o£ that firm from 
the directorates of other corporations 
will not alter one way or the other 
plans under way to pass supplemental 
anti-trust legislation at the coming ses- 
sion of congress. 


New York, Jan. 3.—J. Pierpont Mor- 


gan announces that he and his 
four 


partners have retired from their di- 
restorships in twenty-seven of the 
strongest corporations in which they 
were represented. 
They have with- 


drawn completely in -official capacity 
from the New Haven, the New York 
Central and the American Telephone 
and Telegraph, three of their leading 
interests. Further withdrawals are to 
follow from corporations where there 
is no special 
obligation to remain. 


The opportunity of talcing advantage 
of changed public sentiment regarding 
directorships in order to carry out 
their own preference in the matter, is 
the reason for the sweeping policy of 
withdrawal from corporate director- 
ships of the Morgan house. 


"This is not done in any spirit of 


pique or annoyance," it was said at 
the office of the firm after Mr. Morgan 
had personally distributed his formal 
statement, "but after months of delib- 
eration and solely for the best inter- 
ests of the companies concerned and 
of J. P. Morgan & Co." 


Mr. Morgan in a formal statement ] 


announced the new policy of the firm 
and its members, declaring that this 
step was taken voluntarily In response 
to "an apparent change in the publi" 
sentiment" on account of "some of the 
problems and criticisms having to do 
with so-called interlocking director- 
ates."* 


George F. Baker, chairman of the 


board of directors of tbe First Nation- 
al bank, who is regarded as the suc- 
cessor of the late J. P. Morgan ar- 
financial leader, through his long hold 
position of eminence in the boards of 
fifty-seven of the most powerful cor- 
porations of the country, announced 
informally following the Morgan dec- 
laration, that he intended to retire 
from as many boards as he could. 


The action of the Morgan firm and 


the declaration of Mr. Baker were ac- 
cepted by the foremost bankers of 
New York as the biggest single influ- 
ence that has yet appeared in the re- 
adjustment of "big business" for the 
bringing about of a better working ba- 
sis between itself . and public senti- 
ment. 


The dominant note in tne comments 


of the foremost bankers of the city 
was that the action of the Morgan 
firm was a long step forward; that big 
business was meeting the government 
and public sentiment more than hal! 
way, and that a greatly Improved bus 
iness situation was in prospect for tac 
year, as a result of the voluntary anJ 
decisive action of the Morgan firm fc 
taking the initiative in adjusting con- 
ditions that had brought the fire of 
heaviest public criticism and which 
were obnoxious and undesirable to tbe 
firm itself. 


The stock market hesitated to_in- 


terpret the significance of the Morgan 
action. It stopped rather tnan moved 
in either direction and receded oh the 
influence of high money rates, being 
unaffected by the Morgan a.ction. Thai 
it did not 
decline was accepted !iy 


stock exchange members as a thorough 
indication that the Morgan withdrawal 
was not regarded as a disadvantageous 
influence in the light of the new pub- 
lic spirit of the times.

ington street, gutted the Langen store, 
the L. S. Ayres & Co. stock rooms and 
the W. K Stewart book store adjoin- 
ing on the east, and for a time threat- 
ened to destroy half-a block in the 
heart of the retail district. 


The loss entailed by the fire is esti- 


mated conservatively at more than 
$300,000. 
The stock of the Langen 


company is a total loss, as i3 that of 
the Stewart book store. The Langen 
company suffered a loss of $175,000 in 
a fire Nov. 4, 1912. 


The cause of the fire, which origin- 


ated in the Langen company's base- 
ment, i-3 not known. The building, the 
west half of which is occupied by the 
Langen company and the east half by 
the Stewart company and the Ayres 
stock rooms, is owned by L. S. Ayres 
& Co. The owners put a value of $60,- 
000 on the building. 


The estimated losses are placed as 


follows: On building owned by Ayres, 
JSO.OOO; stock of same company, $75.- 
000; Langen company atock, $90,000; 
Stewart book store, $50,000.

Mr. Greathouse showed that a tola' 


of 18,085 teachers are employed in al 
the public schools of the state, dividec 
as follows: 
Fifteen thousand and 


twenty-five grade teachers below • the 
high school class; 275 teachers in non- 
certified high schools; 443 teachers in 
certified high schools; 2,342 teachers 
in commissioned high schools. 


The total number of school houses 


in the state is 8,909, according to Mr. 
Greathouse's figures, and four of these 
are built of logs. 
Concrete school- 


houses numbered 36; stone, 96; brick. 
4,675; frame, 4,0^8. 
The number of 


new schoolhouses erected during the 
years was 195 and the total value of 
these buildings was $3,238,073. 
The 


estimated value of ail schoolhouses in 
the state now is $71,436,363. 


A summary of the school funds of 


the state and the counties also was in- 
cluded in the report. It showed that 
the total of school funds in June, 1913 
was $11,559,885.46 and the net increase 
over the previous year in the school 
funds to that 
date had been $123,- 


914.98. The amount of the common 
school funds of the state not safely in- 
vested is $15,788.99, according to the 
report, while the total amount of the 
common school fund is $D,079,190.SS. 
The amount of the congressional fund 
not safely invested is $6,587.75, while 
the total amount of such funds is $2,- 
480,694.58.

Tobacco Trade Revived at Southern 


Indiana City and Raids Are 


Said to Have Been Cause. 


7 MILLION POUNDS LAST YEAR 


Trade Three Rivals That of Lexing- 


ton—Furnishes Employment to 


Over 200 Men. 


(By United Press.) 


Madison, 
Ind., Jan. 3.—Tobacco 


is being blessed for reviving the old 
glories of Madison's business life. 


This historic city, once 
famous 


for steamboats, pork and woolens, 
profited from the night riders raid in 
Kentucky and has become an impor- 
tant tobacco market, even rivalling 
Lexington. Receipts of white hurley 
tobacco during the year 1913 were 
about seven millions pounds. 
The 


average price per hundred pounds is 
about

Four 
immense warehouses 
are 


handling the tobacco trade, furnish- 
ing employment to 200 men, attrac- 
ing buyers from all over lite world 
and growers from surrounding ter- 
ritory in Indiana arid Kentucky. The 
growth of the local trade has been 
remarkable, having started as 
an 


experiment -only in 1900.

EFFORT TO BURN FACTORY 


Attempt at Arson Investigated by a 


Deputy Fire Marshal. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 3.—A deputy from 


the office of Vf. E. Longley, state fire 
marshal, was sent to Alexanria. to "un- 
ravel" an attempted arson mystery at 
the plant' of the Stephenson glove fac- 
tory there. 
About seventy-five em- 


ployes of the company nave been on 
strike for some time and the factory 
has been idle. The state fire marshal's 
assistant had little difficulty in tracing 
the attempted arson to its source, al- 
though no official announcement of 
who made the attempt may bo forth- 
coming for the reason that the attempt 
was unsucccessful and there is no In- 
diana statute covering attempted ar- 
son. 


The investigator found that someone 


had emptied about fifteen gallons of 
kerosene over kindling, then had built 
a train of powder as a fuse to the ker- 
osene. When the match was applied, 
however, the powder blew up, 'thus 
severing the fuse, and the kerosene 
was not ignited.

been poured out to ada fuel to the fire 
when it was started.
